Hé. served apprentice- 
ship in machine shops of the 
Southern. Pacific Railway, Co. at 
E! Paso and moved to Upland in 
1904 to advance in the railway in- 
dustry and to also devote his at- 
tention, to the citrus business. 

In 1929 he retired from “rail- 
roading” and devoted his full at- 
tention to the citrus pest control 
pusiness, which he had developed 
-with his son John. At about that 
4ime he also became more inter- 
ested in public affairs and was 
elected a director of the San An- 
tonio, Water Co. in 1930. He has 
also served the Upland Citrus as- 
sociation as a director. He has 
served Upland as one of its coun- 
. cilmen for six years and had been 
_ elected for four terms in the state 
assembly. He was elected the 
first ‘tline in 1934:
